UPDATE ON THE HEARD ISLAND DXPEDITION - JAN 97 
prepared by KK6EK and K4UEE 


A milestone in the preparations for the 1997 Heard Island DXpedition was reached on October 
10, when the second of two 20-ft. containers of gear was shipped from Oakland to Reunion 
Island, the departure point for the expedition. The gear includes complete life support for 20 
persons for the three-week stay on Heard Island, plus all the equipment for five complete radio 
operating on all HF bands, RTTY, and amateur satellite. 


Preparations for the expedition have been in high gear for most of the past year. Following the 
1995 attempt, which resulted in financial disaster for the team, the project was reorganized, and 
the team enlarged to 20 radio operators in order to reduce the cost per person. Additional 


equipment, procedures, and travel arrangements were incorporated to ensure safety and travel 
success. 


The team has been essentially intact since it was formed in January, 1996. Currently it includes: 
EA8AFJ, HB9AHL, KOIR, K4UEE, K9AJ, KK6EK, N6EK, N6MZ, NP4IW, OE9AMJ, 
ONOTT, PA3DUU, RA3AUU, VK2TQM, W6OTC, W8FMG,WAOPUJ, WA3YVN, and 
9V1YC. During the last weekend in September, part of the team assembled in the SF Bay area 
for a training and checkout session, during which they erected one of the shelters, set up the 
galley and sleeping equipment, and operated an HFstation. It was an opportunity for the team to 
practice a rapid setup of a shelter and life support and to begin to form new friendships. 


The two containers of gear weigh over 10 tons and include four shelters 12x24 ft. each for 
sleeping, eating, meeting, the Satellite station, an HF station and storage. There are two 
additional shelters 8x8 ft. which will house two HF stations each. The radios are Yaesu 
FT1000MP's, FT900's and ETO 91B linears. The team has shipped large quantities of antennas. 
Low band antennas are mostly verticals including four-square arrays for 160, 80, 40 and 30m. 
On the higher bands, monobanders and tribanders will be employed. The reason for so many 
antennas is to have plenty of spares in case a major storm destroys some or all of the erected 
antennas. 


The team will log using a CT-network. Every day the logs will be uploaded via Pacsat to a 
central site for posting on the Web. Anyone will be able to enter basic information about a 
QSO, and receive confirmation that the QSO is in the log. We will not send out e-QSLs or pre- 
emptive printed QSLs as was done on the Easter Island (XROY/Z) expedition. 


The team will assemble on Reunion Island during the last week of December. On Jan. 3, 1997, 
they will leave aboard the 300-ft. French vessel Marion Dufresne for a 10-day sail to Crozet 
and then Heard Island. If weather permits, the equipment will be put on the island by 
helicopter; if not, it will be landed by boat. The stations will come on the air on or before Jan. 
15, 1997, using the callsign VKOIR. The NCDXF 5-band HF beacon will be set up immediately 
upon arrival to transmit continuously during the stay. 


The total cash budget for the expedition is $320K. Almost 2/3 of this cost is transportation to 
Heard Island, which is remote from any normal shipping lanes. The balance of the budget is 
required for special gear and services, such as the shelters, food, fuel, and transportation of the 
equipment. An example of the high cost of this operation is the charge for shipping and storing 
the containers of gear, more than $20K. As of mid-October 1996, about $260K has been raised 
or is guaranteed, leaving about $60K yet to be obtained. 


This project has been developed with the following principles foremost: (1) safety of the 
participants; (2) reliability of schedule and radio operations; (3) advancement of the art and 
science of DXing and DXpeditioning. To that end, we have opted for a large team, reliable 
(albeit expensive) transportation, and considerable backup gear and plans. We believe that there 
is no way this expedition can fail, short of a major environmental disaster. We also believe that 
to make less investment would seriously compromise one of the principles listed above.
